Director Of ‘Co-Pilot’ 
Familiar With Far East 


“A motion picture director is 
an illustrator of stories,” says 
Robert Florey, director of more 
than seventy feature films, the 
latest of which is Warners’ 
“God Is My Co-Pilot,” starring 
Dennis Morgan, coming Friday 
to the Strand. The film is the 
saga of a group of courageous 
Curtiss P-40 fighter pilots, 
known as the Flying Tigers. 

Florey was chosen to direct 
the film adaptation of Col. Rob- 
ert Lee Scott’s best-seller be- 
cause Jack L. Warner considers 
him the true cosmopolite. Three 
months of each year, for the 
past twenty-five years, Florey 
has spent in travel. 


Florey started in motion pic- 
tures twenty-eight years ago 
with the great French comedian, 
Max Linder. Since that time he 
has directed the exposure of 
more than 12,000,000 feet of 
photographic film. His seventy 
feature films include the first 
talking picture made by Para- 
mount at their Long Island stu- 
dio. He directed Bette Davis in 
her first starring picture, “Ex- 
Lady.” He wrote the plot and 
script of the original “Franken- 
stein” and brought the Marx 
Brothers to the screen in ‘The 
Cocoanuts.” These are but a 
few of the “firsts” credited to 
Robert Florey. 

One reason for assigning Flo- 
rey to “God Is My Co-Pilot” is 
his thorough knowledge of Chi- 
na and India where a good part 
of the picture’s action takes 
place. Several years ago War- 
ner Bros. sent him to the Far 
East to make exterior and loca- 
tion shots to be used in “Oil 
For The Lamps Of China.” At 
that time he made a complete 
and detailed study of the people 
and their habits which, during 
the filming of “God Is My Co- 
Pilot,” stood him in good stead. 
He also had contact with the 
Japs at Harbin in 1937. They 
jailed Florey for making pic- 


tures of their troop movements. 
In spite of the incarceration he 
succeeded in reaching this coun- 
try with a good part of his films. 

Florey has a large and spa- 
cious room in his home which 
houses a well kept collection of 
valuables. Among these is a 
piece of the bedroom floor from 
Napoleon’s chamber at St. Hel- 
ena; a lock of the Emperor’s 
hair; letters written by the Em- 
presses Josephine and Marie- 
Louise; and bonnets worn by the 
French Revolutionists on July 
14th, 1789. 

“God Is My Co-Pilot” is Flo- 
rey’s twentieth feature picture 
for Warner Bros., but he still 
regards himself objectively. 
With humility he says: “I never 
seem to learn enough or know 
enough to satisfy myself. And 
I hope I shall never be accused 
of turning out an _ indifferent 
picture.”

Civil War. Brigantines of the 
French Navy, rolling in the 
morning tide off the Atlantic 
coast, stood stalwart guard over 
colonial liberty in the late days 
of the American Revolution.

In times of emotional upheav- 
al, man in his bewilderment of- 
ten turns his eyes toward a 
power he has never seen, but 
which, nevertheless, he feels is 
there. While he may have lived 
most of his life in contented 
oblivion to dormant religious 
leanings, the overpowering wave 
of destruction that accompanies 
war is frequently the motivat- 
ing force behind his discovery of 
religion. And more times than 
not, these men make brave and 
ferocious warriors. 


Last evening this reviewer 
had the privilege of seeing War- 
ner Bros.’ latest motion picture 
based upon a powerful story 
of courageous men. “God Is My 
Co-Pilot,” starring Dennis Mor- 
gan, is the film. Taken from the 
best-selling autobiography by 
Col. Robert Lee Scott, Jr., 
of the Flying Tigers, this motion 
picture is an inspiring story of 
man’s faith in his cause, his 
God and his way of life. Truly 
this film has been bled from the 
virile veins of a nation at war. 
Featuring a host of thoroughly 
capable supporting players of 
whom Dane Clark, Alan Hale, 
Raymond Massey, Warren Doug- 
las, Andrea King, John Ridgely, 
Stanley Ridges, Charles Smith 
and Minor Watson are but a se- 
lect few, “God Is My Co-Pilot” 
is a shining example of fine pic- 
ture-making and sound, inspir- 
ing story selection. 

Briefly, the story is concerned 
with the life of Col. Robert Lee 
Scott, Jr., a gallant warrior and 
a brave flier. It is his story, 
itold in his words—the jargon of 
the winged hellions of the Fly- 
ing Tiger wing of which he was 
a part and in whose annals he 
cut a permanent niche. Scott 
(portrayed in the film by Den- 
nis Morgan), a Georgia-born 
boy with the stars in his eyes, 
yearns for wings with a feroc- 
ity that eventually wins for him 
a pilot’s commission in the Army 
of the United States.

About Dennis Morgan in the 
role of Col. Scott, there is a 
good deal to be said.

1918 Army Minstrel Show 
Starts Massey On Career 


Boredom in the final months 
of World War I which found 
Raymond Massey on active duty 
with an army of occupation in 
Siberia seriously launched him 
on his acting career. 


With time on his hands there, 
Massey organized a minstrel 
troupe among members of the 
regiment, directed it and played 
an end man. 


Since that eventful winter, 
Raymond Massey’s acting car- 
eer has blossomed considerably 
until today he is considered one 
of the leading figures in the 
American theatre and in motion 
pictures. The actor is currently 
to be seen as General Claire 
Chennault in Warner Bros.’ 
“God Is My Co-Pilot,” now play- 
ing at the Strand. The film, 
which stars Dennis Morgan and 
features Andrea King, Dane 
Clark, Alan Hale and Craig 
Stevens, is a moving tale of the 
gallant Curtiss P-40 fighter pi- 
lots in the Flying Tigers and of 
their leaders— General Claire 
Chennault and Col. Scott. 


Born in 1896 in Toronto, 
Canada, Massey was just ready 
to enter Toronto University 
when the First World War 
broke out. 


He enrolled in the Officers 
Training Corps, later emerging 
as a Captain in the Canadian 
Field Artillery. Massey fought 
in France, was wounded at 
Ypres and spent six months re- 
cuperating. 

During his convalescence, he 
was transferred to duty with 
the United States Army and 
assigned to Yale and to Prince- 
ton as a military instructor spe- 
cializing in cavalry and field 
artillery tactics. 

Then came the assignment to 
the occupation troops in Siberia 
— and his eventual work in 
dramatics. After his release 
from the Army, Massey spent 


a brief time at Oxford, studying 
dramatics. In 1918 he met John 
Drew, the famed star of the 
American and English stage, 
who encouraged him to continue 
his studies. Five weeks later 
Massey was on the English 
stage. 

In 1938 while he was in the 
London production of “Idiot’s 
Delight,” he received a cable 
asking him to return to New 
York to do “Abe Lincoln in Illi- 
nois.” That Sherwood play, 
written expressly for him, won 
the year’s Pulitzer Prize. He re- 
ported to Warners shortly after- 
wards and thus began a success- 
ful film career.

Goes Aloft Again 
In Warner Drama 


This is the story of a shark- 
nosed Curtiss-Wright P-40 War- 
hawk fighter plane. 

She was a ship that had served 
her usefulness and was lying, 
along with many other ships, on 
the scrap-heap in San Fran- 
cisco. Her vital and salvageable 
parts had been removed and she 
was destined for. an inglorious 
end in a melting pot. 

However, by a freak of cir- 
cumstances this ship was to find 
a more deserving end. A motion 
picture was being produced in 
Hollywood, based on the best- 
selling autobiography of Col. 
Robert Lee Scott. The film’s 
name was “God Is My Co-Pilot.” 

Colonel Scott had fought with 
General Claire Chennault’s Fly- 
ing Tigers of the A.V.G. in 
China. He had earned himself 
the title of “One Man Air Force” 
with a single P-40 when the Al- 
lies were fighting a holding bat- 
tle for the interior of China. 
Scott had learned to love the 
Warhawks. 

One of the important scenes 
in the picture is when Johnny 
Petach, an A.V.G. pilot, is shot 
down over the headquarters of 
Chennault. Petach manages to 
crash-land his shark-nosed ship 
on the home field but dies as he 
climbs from the cockpit. 

To film the scene it was ne- 
cessary to use a real P-40 and 
the logical step was to find a 
“war weary” one for the pur- 
pose. And so it was that the 
junked heroine was pulled from 
the pile of debris and shipped 
to Hollywood. 

The metal shop and the paint 
shop restored the fighter to a 
reasonable semblance of its 
former glory and it was trucked 
to the Warner Bros.’ ranch 
where its immortality would be 
recorded on film. 

And now, at the Strand Thea- 
tre, you can see Dane Clark, as 
Johnny Petach, flutter to earth 
like a wounded hawk. You can 
also see Dennis Morgan, as Col- 
onel Scott, and Raymond Mas- 
sey, as Chennault, rush to the 
aid of the stricken flier. Petach 
slips, falls on the wing of the 
ship, dies. 

It’s an exciting moment as

“Too many people,” says Col- 
onel Robert L. Scott, Curtiss 
P-40 fighter pilot and author of 
the book, “God Is My Co-Pilot,” 
on which the Warner film is 
based, “have the idea that all 
the returning soldier wants is 
liquor, girls and night clubs. 

“When I came back from 
fourteen months in China I had 
just one big appetite—ice cream 
sodas. The first thing I did 
when I hit New York was to go

It is the 
story of a Curtiss P-40 fighter 
pilot’s awareness that something 
else besides the winds and the 
engine are responsible for his 
ability to defy gravity. 

“It’s not just a picture of a 
lot of planes rolling over each 
other as they blast away with 
their ‘fifties.’ The picture has, 
for me, injected a new element 
which lends a great deal of con- 
fidence to the tyro of the air. 

“The kind of plane I want 
after the war,” continues Den- 
nis, “is what a lot of people 
would probably call a puddle 
jumper or a grasshopper. No 
‘hot’ ships for me. I’d like to 
be able to load the kids in and 
take off for Arrowhead Lake 
and be there within a few min- 
utes. An actor gets little enough 
time off so that he can’t waste 
too much time in traveling to 
and from week-end places. 

“Tm fully aware,” concludes 
Morgan, “that my boys will 
probably look upon my puddle 
jumper with the same scorn I 
used to direct at Mother’s elec- 
tric. Nevertheless, as things 
stand now, it looks like a good 
deal to me.”

If, as Hollywood seems to sus- 
pect, Dane Clark is one of its 
new young men who is “going 
places,” the road he is following 
is well marked with the tracks 
of those who have preceded him 
along a similar path to stardom. 

Currently to be seen as a 
heroic fighter pilot of a Cur- 
tiss P-40 in Warner Bros.’ 
drama of the Flying Tigers, 
“God Is My Co-Pilot,” which 
stars Dennis Morgan and is 
now at the Strand, Dane Clark 
is presented by Warners as 
a non-beautiful, typical young 
American of high spirits. In 
Hollywood vernacular, he is 
most often cast as a “mug with 
a heart of gold,” but above all, 
a mug notwithstanding. 

In this he has eminent prece- 
dent on the Warner lot. Edward 
G. Robinson, Humphrey Bogart 
and even Clark Gable were giv- 
en similar send-offs to fame 
and fortune. Dane’s. first im- 
portant role in “Action In The 
North Atlantic,” was widely ac- 
claimed as the work of a “new 
Garfield” or even a “new Bo- 
gart.” Clark went on from 
there into other equally impres- 
sive roles and gives every indi- 
cation that he can stand on his 
own acting feet. 

In “Action” and in his sec- 
ond important picture, “Desti- 
nation Tokyo,” Clark was given 
no love interest of any impor- 
tance. But in “The Very 
Thought Of You,” he was pair- 
ed with Faye Emerson and 
proved as adept at romance as 
at rough and tumble action. 

During his first few months 
in Hollywood, Clark went 
through two name _ changes 
which confused his friends and 
acquaintances in Hollywood 
and New York and, at least for 
one week, the Warner Bros. 
paymaster as well. For a short 
time—very short—he was listed 
as Zane Clark. But Mrs. Clark 
objected to being married to a 
“Zaney,” so it was changed to 
Dane. “Now,” she _ observes, 
“they have me married to a 
dog.” 

In the recent “Hollywood Can- 
teen,” Clark played the male 
lead in the secondary love story, 
a role similar to that in “The 
Very Thought Of You.” The 
young woman in “Hollywood 
Canteen” was Janis Paige, also 
being groomed by the studio for 
important assignments. Their 
love story had a beginning but 
no consummation. That omis- 
sion may be rectified at some 


future date if ever a sequel is 
filmed. 

For the most part, Clark has 
worked in pictures in dunga- 
rees or uniforms, usually with 
his face dirtied with makeup 
department grease. This was 
memorably true in “Action In 
The North Atlantic,” and “Des- 
tination Tokyo,” and still holds 
true for “God Is My Co-Pilot.” 
He comforts himself, if neces- 
sary, by conceding that his face 
is not his fortune and that he 
is not employed for his great 
masculine beauty. It is an in- 
quisitive, open sort of face which 
people generally like but the 
profile is not formed along clas- 
sical lines. 

Clark prides himself on hav- 
ing no hobbies—unless you can 
call people a hobby. He likes 
people. He also likes to watch 
them and study them on the 
streets. 

When Clark and his wife 
moved out to Hollywood he 
thought he wanted, most of all, 
to get away from everything 
and everybody. As a _ conse- 
quence he rented a house in a 
canyon near Hollywood. He 
soon learned that the main thing 
he was rid of was _ sunshine, 
which seldom penetrates. the 
heavily-wooded site of his home. 
On days off he spends a lot of 
time hunting up sunshine.
